New dump described 
as ‘really bad’

Engine blocks, rusted 
appliances, children’s toys, 
spoiled food, tires and liquor 
bottles. These are just a few 
of the things found aban- 
doned on the banks of the 
Russian River by cleanup vol- 
unteers Saturday. 

Rebecca Kress, organizer 
of the Russian River Clean- 
up, said she found the dump 
on Saturday while picking up 
trash along the banks with 
volunteers. When she walked 
the area two weeks before the 
cleanup, she said the dump 
was not there. 

Kress, who has been trying 
to clean and maintain the 
Russian River for 17 years, 
said this is one of the worst 
dumps she has ever seen. 

“This is really bad,” she 
said. 

The trash sits in several 
different piles on the banks of 
the river, down a dirt drive- 
way off Eastside-Calpella 
Road. A sign no more than a 
quarter-mile away notifies

Alternative B for Masonite site 


Residential zoning 
chosen for study 
on Lover’s Lane

Tempers flared, T-shirts 
emblazoned with slogans 
were sported and nearly 60 
community members stepped 
up to the podium to voice 
their opinions at Tuesday’s 
Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors meeting. 

The Mendocino County 
Planning Team introduced 
several options for zoning of 
the old Masonite site and a 
site on Lover’s Lane to the 
board, asking supervisors to 
choose one to be selected for 
an environmental impact 
study. 

The preferred alternative 
to the existing zoning the 
board chose to study for the 
Lover’s Lane section was 
Alternative C, which would 
reallocate the land as residen- 
tial. 

In reference to the old 
Masonite site, the board 
selected Alternative B to be 
studied, which would reas- 
sign the previously industrial 
land to half “Mixed Use: 
Masonite” on the western 
side and half industrial on the 
eastern. 

The Mendocino County 


Planning Team’s report 
defines this as allowing 
“mixed-use development 


with commercial uses encour- 
aged at street level, retail and 
service businesses, residential 
uses and large-format retail.” 

“We want to take the 
worst-case scenario and see 
where the facts lead us,” said 
2nd District Supervisor Jim 
Wattenburger before the 
board decided on the Lover’s 
Lane section. “I can’t be 
expected to make a decision 
one way or another on this 
without knowing if we have 
enough water.” 

Fifth District Supervisor J. 
David Colfax said he dis- 
agrees with Wattenburger’s 
approach and that he worries 
that not paying enough atten- 
tion to the best course of 
action could be dangerous in 
the long run. 

“The logic of this com- 
pletely escapes me,” he said. 
“If we study the worst-case 
scenario and then come back 
and still don’t want it we 
won’t have enough informa- 
tion on the one we do want.” 

During the public com- 
ments portion of the proceed- 
ings, 57 speakers requested 
and were granted up to three 
minutes at the microphone 
before the board’s final deci-

sion was made. Spectators 
spilled into the building’s 
hallway and a separate con- 
ference room, where the tele- 
vised meeting was being 
simultaneously broadcast. 

Some audience members 
wore bright green T-shirts 
embossed with the words 
“Stop The Leakage, Support 
Mixed Use: Masonite,” while 
others pinned slips of white 
paper to their shirts saying 
“No rezoning.” 

Fourth District Supervisor 
Kendall Smith reprimanded 
the audience several times for 
reaction, both positive and 
negative, to the speaker’s 
statements. “We are limiting 
comment to the podium,” she 
said. “If this continues I will 
clear the room.” 

The Ukiah Valley Area 
Plan preferred alternative 
decision was regarded by sev- 
eral members of the public 
who attended the meeting as a 
first indication as to the 
board’s intentions for the 
area. 

“This is like the movie 
‘Field of Dreams,’” said 
Guiness McFadden during 
the public comment portion. 
“If you build it they will 
come.” 

Barry Vogel, who also 
spoke during public com- 
ment, echoed McFadden’s 
sentiments. 

“The idea before you is 
absurd,” he said. “Before now 
it was hard to tell if what you 
thought was absurd was us or 
the idea.” 

County Assistant CEO 
Alison Glassey said that

Earthquake standards and how they

any who look that dumping is 
prohibited. 

The road down to the dump 
site is steep, rutted and 
unpaved. Deep potholes mar 
the dirt surface of the road, 
which makes one hairpin turn 
before going over a steep 
hump and down to the dry, 
rocky riverbed. 

“They went out of their 
way to get rid of this trash,” 
Kress said. “They dumped it 
in a really bad spot.” 

Sitting in the middle of the 
dry riverbed is a large engine, 
crusted with grime. Kress 
takes off the oil cap and finds 
the pan still full of used 
motor-oil. 

“When the water comes up, 
this will get washed down- 
stream,” she said. “We’re still 
in the flood plain.” 

Kress said she will likely 
have to call CalFire to help 
her remove the engine. 

“This is considered haz- 
ardous waste,” she said. 

South along the river, a 
mattress and box-spring lay 
on the ground where they 
were dumped next to empty 
containers of motor oil and 
floor-cleaner. 

Up the hill, out of the 
riverbed, a refrigerator and 
loose garbage lay, spread out 
by animals attracted by the 
smell. 

“This is typical river trash,” 
Kress said. 

Among the food and car 
parts and broken appliances 
are children’s toys, baby 
clothes and other kids items. 

“The sad thing is, whoever 
is doing this has children,” 
Kress said. “They’re leaving 
this as a legacy for their kids.” 

Among the garbage, the 
people who left it also left the 
information it will take to find 
them. Kress said she found 
names and phone numbers in 
the garbage, written on utility 
bills, pay stubs and prescrip- 
tions.

Kress said she’s planning to 
contact the people whose 
names she found. She also 
planned to find out who owns 
the property to see if they 
would be willing to restrict 
access to the area to prevent 
future dumps. 

On Tuesday, she said she 
had already contacted one of 
the people. 

“She was very embar- 
rassed,” Kress said. “She did- 
n’t deny it.” 

Kress said she plans to con- 
tact all of the people whose 
names she found in the trash 
and tell them she will tum 
over their information to the 
Mendocino County Sheriff’s 
Office and the Department of 
Fish and Game. 

The woman Kress contact- 
ed has already promised that 
her husband will clean up 
their part of the mess. 

California law provides for 
a $1,000 fine for those caught

littering. 

“Littering is the least of 
their worries,” said MCSO 
Under-sheriff Gary Hudson. 

Depending on where the 
trash was dumped, Hudson 
said the dumpers could face 
any number of charges from 
the Sheriff’s Office or Fish 
and Game. 

If the names of the offend- 
ers are forwarded to the 
Sheriff’s Office, Hudson said 
the sheriff would investigate 
the incident. 

“If we find someone’s 
name in there, it’s probably 
their garbage,” he said. 

After years of cleaning, 
Kress said she still gets dis- 
heartened when she sees the 
river bank used as a dump 
site. “Right now I’m just 
happy to get the river clean,” 
she said. “I can’t turn my back 
on the river.”

Hurricane Dean heads 
toward Gulf of Mexico 

oil installations after 
slamming into the Yucatan 


FELIPE CARRILLO PUERTO, Mexico 
(AP) — Hurricane Dean swept across the 
Yucatan peninsula Tuesday, toppling trees, 
power lines and houses as it bore down on the 
heart of Mexico’s oil industry. Glitzy resorts on 
the Mayan Riviera were spared, but vulnerable 
Mayan villages were exposed to the full fury of 
one of history’s most intense storms. 

President Felipe Calderon said no deaths 
were immediately reported in Mexico, after 
Dean killed 13 people in the Caribbean. But 
driving rain, poor communications and 
impassable roads made it difficult to determine 
how isolated Mayan communities fared in the 
sparsely populated jungle where Dean made 
landfall as a ferocious Category 5 hurricane. 

Dean weakened over land but was expected 
to strengthen as its eye moved over the Bay of 
Campeche, home to more than 100 oil plat- 
forms and three major oil exporting ports. The 
sprawling, westward storm was projected to 
slam into the mainland Wednesday afternoon 
with renewed force near Laguna Verde, 
Mexico’s only nuclear power plant. 

At 5 p.m. EDT, Dean had winds of 80 mph 
and was centered about 60 miles west-south- 
west of Campeche. The storm was moving 
west at 20 mph, the National Hurricane Center 
said. 


CIA watchdog: Agency 
did not effectively tackle 
al-Qaida before 9/11 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The CIA’s top 
leaders failed to use their available powers, 
never developed a comprehensive plan to stop 
al-Qaida and missed crucial opportunities to 
thwart two hijackers in the run-up to Sept. 11, 
the agency’s own watchdog concluded in a 
bruising report released Tuesday. 


Completed in June 2005 and kept classified 
until now, the 19-page executive summary 
finds extensive fault with the actions of senior 
CIA leaders and others beneath them. “The 
agency and its officers did not discharge their 
responsibilities in a satisfactory manner,” the 
CIA inspector general found. 

“They did not always work effectively and 
cooperatively,” the report stated. 

Yet the review team led by Inspector

Bush acknowledges Iraqi 
leaders’ inability to bridge 
diversions, and says 
government must do more 


MONTEBELLO, Quebec (AP) — President 
Bush offered a tepid endorsement of the Iraqi 
government on Tuesday, yet brushed off a 
Democratic senator’s call for the ouster of 
Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki. 

Bush acknowledged his frustration with 
Iraqi leaders’ inability to bridge political divi- 
sions, but said only the Iraqi people can decide 
whether to sideline the troubled prime minis- 
ter. The Sept. 15 deadline for Bush’s next 
progress report to Congress is fast approach- 
ing, leaving the president little time to show 
that his U.S. troop buildup is succeeding in 
providing the enhanced security the Iraqi lead- 
ers need to forge a unified way forward. 

“Clearly, the Iraqi government’s got to do 
more,” Bush said at the close of a two-day 
North American summit with the leaders of 
Mexico and Canada. 


Iranian-American academic 
released from prison 
after months of detention 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — A detained Iranian- 
American academic was suddenly released 
from a notorious Tehran prison Tuesday after 
spending months behind bars on charges of 
endangering Iranian national security — alle- 
gations her family vehemently denies. 

Haleh Esfandiari, director of the Middle 
East program at the Woodrow Wilson 
International Center for Scholars, had been 
jailed in Evin prison since early May after 
months of interrogation. Her 93-year-old 
mother used the deed to her Tehran apartment 
to post bail, relatives said. 

“I’m very happy. It was unexpected. I thank 
all those who made efforts to make it possible 
for me to go home,” Esfandiari told Iranian 
television. 
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Paramount, DreamWorks to offer Concerned about 
movies in HD DVD, drop Blu-ray

LOS ANGELES - 
Paramount Pictures and 
DreamWorks Animation SKG 
Inc. will offer next-generation 
DVDs in the HD DVD format 
and drop support for Blu-ray, 
further complicating the race 
between the competing tech- 
nologies. 

Monday’s announcement 
affects the upcoming DVD 
releases of the blockbusters 
“Shrek the Third” and 
“Transformers,” along with 


movies distributed by 
Paramount Pictures, 
Dream Works Pictures, 
Paramount Vantage, 


Nickelodeon Movies and 
MTV Films. 

Movies directed by Steven 
Spielberg, however, will con- 


tinue to be released in both 


formats. 

Paramount, which owns 
DreamWorks Pictures and 
handles home sales for the 
separate company 


DreamWorks Animation, pre- 
viously released movies in 
both Blu-ray and HD DVD. 

“Part of our vision is to 
aggressively extend our 
movies beyond the theater, 
and deliver the quality and 
features that appeal to our 
audience,” said Brad Grey, 
chairman and CEO of 
Paramount Pictures, a unit of 
Viacom Inc. 

“I believe HD DVD is not 
only the affordable high-qual- 
ity choice for consumers, but 
also the smart choice for 
Paramount,” he said. 

The competition between 
Blu-ray and HD DVD has 
kept confused consumers 
from rushing to buy new DVD 
players until they can deter- 


mine which format will domi- 
nate the market. 

Until recently, many con- 
sumers were able to defer the 
choice because players have 
been so expensive. But prices 
have been slashed by about 
half - Sony Corp.’s Blu-ray 
player now sells for $499, and 
Toshiba Corp.’s cheapest HD 
DVD player sells for $299, 
with both likely to include as 
many as five free movies as an 
incentive. 

Jeffrey Katzenberg, CEO 
of DreamWorks Animation, 
said consumers seeking to 
switch to high-definition 
DVDs will be enticed by the 
movies available for HD- 
DVD players. He added the 
lower price for the Toshiba 
devices will appeal to the fam- 
ily market. 

“Its a game-changer, what 
they’re doing, and it’s why we 
decided to throw in with

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them,” Katzenberg said. 

Standalone HD DVD play- 
ers have a bigger slice of the 
market than Blu-ray players. 
But when you count Sony’s 
PlayStation 3 game console, 
which comes with a Blu-ray 
drive, there are more Blu-ray 
players in U.S. homes. 

Rob Moore, president of 
Paramount Worldwide 
Distribution, said market data 
shows that people who own 
gaming consoles buy fewer 
movies than those who invest 
in a movie-only player. 

Andy Parsons, chairman of 
the Blu-ray Disc Association 
trade group, questioned the 
studios’ decision to adopt HD 
DVD over Blu-ray, saying 
price differences between 
players have diminished in 
recent months. 

He said the trend “is on its 
way to eliminating any per- 
ceived cost advantage the HD 


DVD format has claimed to 
have.” 

Blu-ray discs can hold 
more data - 50 gigabytes com- 
pared with HD DVD’s 30 GB 
- but the technology requires 
new manufacturing tech- 
niques and factories, boosting 
initial costs. 

HD DVDs, on the other 
hand, are essentially DVDs on 
steroids, meaning movie stu- 
dios can turn to existing 
assembly lines to produce 
them in mass. 

Studios and retailers have 
been choosing sides in recent 
months. 

With Paramount dropping 
Blu-ray support, Time Warner 
Inc.’s Warner Bros. remains 
the only major studio releas- 
ing movies in both formats. 

“Spider-Man 3” will only 
be available in the Blu-ray 
DVD format when it is 
released by Sony Pictures, 
while people with Blu-ray 
players won’t be able to enjoy 
the action-thriller “The 
Bourne Ultimatum,” which 
Universal Pictures will release 
only in HD DVD. 

The Blu-ray format recent- 
ly got a big boost as 
Blockbuster Inc. announced it 
would stock only Blu-ray 
titles when it expands its high- 
def DVD offerings this year. 

Target Inc., the nation’s 
second-largest retailer, said it 
will only sell Blu-ray DVD 
players in its stores in the 
fourth quarter. 

Sony Corp. ’s Sony 
Pictures, News Corp.’s 
Twentieth Century Fox, The 
Walt Disney Co., and Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer are releasing 
only in Blu-ray. 

Universal, owned by 
General Electric Co., backs 
HD DVD exclusively. 


U.S. foreclosures jump sharply in July

LOS ANGELES - The number of fore- 
closure filings reported in the U.S. last 
month jumped 93 percent from July of 
2006 and rose 9 percent from June, the 
latest sign that homeowners are having 
trouble making payments and finding 
buyers during the national housing down- 
turn. 

There were 179,599 foreclosure filings 
reported during July, up from 92,845 dur- 
ing the same period a year ago, Irvine- 
based RealtyTrac Inc. said Tuesday. 

There were 164,644 foreclosure filings 
reported in June. 

The national foreclosure rate in July 
was one filing for every 693 households, 
the firm said. 

“While 43 states experienced year- 
over-year increases in foreclosure activi- 
ty, just five states - California, Florida, 
Michigan, Ohio and Georgia - accounted 
for more than half of the nation’s total 
foreclosure filings,” RealtyTrac Chief 
Executive James J. Saccacio said. 

The filings include default notices, 
auction sale notices and bank reposses- 
sions. 

Some properties included in the survey 
might have received more than one 
notice, if the owners have multiple mort- 
gages. 

The agency did break out individual 
properties as part of its report for the first 


573,397 properties reported some sort of 
foreclosure activity. 

That represents a 58 percent jump 
from the 363,672 properties in the first 
six months of 2006 and a 32 percent 
increase from the 433,504 in the last six 
months of 2006, the firm said. 

In the July report, Nevada, Georgia 
and Michigan accounted for the highest 
foreclosure rates nationwide. 

Nevada posted the highest foreclosure 
rate: one filing for every 199 households, 
or more than three times the national 
average. It reported 5,116 filings during 
the month, an increase of 8 percent from 
June. 

Georgia’s foreclosure rate was more 
than twice the national average, with one 
filing for every 299 households. The state 
reported 12,602 foreclosure filings, up 75 
percent from June. 

Michigan reported 13,979 filings in 
July, a 39 percent spike from June. 

California, Florida and Ohio were 
among the states with the highest number 
of foreclosure filings in July, RealtyTrac 
said. 

California cities continued to domi- 
nate top metropolitan foreclosure rates. 

The state reported 39,013 foreclosure 
filings last month, the most by any single 
state. However, the number of filings 
rose less than 1 percent from June. 

The state’s foreclosure rate was one 


RealtyTrac said. 

Florida’s foreclosure filings dropped 9 
percent between June and July to 19,179. 
The July figure, however, represents a 78 
percent jump from the year-ago period. 

In recent months, the mortgage indus- 
try has been battered by rising defaults 
and foreclosures, primarily driven by 
borrowers with subprime loans and 
adjustable rate mortgages. 

Lagging home sales and flat or 
decreasing home prices have made it 
more difficult for homeowners who fall 
behind on payments to sell their homes 
and clear the debt, spurring the rise in 
foreclosure activity. 

“Due to lax underwriting standards, 
people are filing delinquencies higher 
than ever,” said Mark Carrington, direc- 
tor of analytical sales and support at First 
American LoanPerformance, a San 
Francisco-based mortgage research firm. 

Loan types seeing higher delinquen- 
cies and defaults in general are home 
equity loans or second mortgages used to 
cover a downpayment, subprime loans to 
people with shaky credit histories, and 
Alt-A loans, which can include interest- 
only and adjustable rate mortgages sold 
with little or no documentation. 

“There are a couple of markets that 
aren’t seeing any increase at all, and that 
is just the conforming prime and prime in 
general,” Carrington said.

Q: After Mom died three 
years ago after 59 years of 
marriage to our father, we did- 
n’t think he was going to 
make it emotionally. He kept 
to himself and was despon- 
dent, and we begged him to 
get out of the house. It took 
nearly a year for him to start 
visiting with our families 
again. We breathed a collec- 
tive sigh of relief that he was 
coming out of his shell. 

Then, starting early this 
year, Dad became very secre- 
tive and had no time for any 
of us. He began dressing bet- 
ter and, when he did find time 
for us, we saw a man nearly 
87 who thought he was 40. He 
finally admitted that he had 
met a 65-year-old widow and 
planned to marry her. We 
expressed our concern about 
him getting too serious too 
quickly and warned him that 
he might get taken advantage 
of financially and otherwise. 

Now he won’t talk much to 
any of us except to say, “Butt 
out! I am the parent, not you.” 
Although we agree he is the 
parent, we still have our con- 
cerns. How can we slow this 
process down until he has had 
the chance to think it through? 
And if he goes through with it, 
how can we protect Dad’s 
assets? 

Q: Our mother took care of 
our father, who was diagnosed 
with dementia four years ago, 
until she died last year. During 
her rather short illness, her 
best friend (who has been 
divorced four times) moved 
back into town and spent most 
of her time at their home help- 
ing Mom and Dad. Little did 
we know that she had her eye 
on Dad as No. 5. They even 
held hands at Mom’s wake 
and funeral. 

As time went on and she 
began staying in the house 
with Dad, my brother and I 
tried to talk to her about the 
situation. That went nowhere. 
We then tried to talk to Dad’s 
doctor, but he had revoked our 
permissions. We tracked 
down two of this woman’s 
former husbands, who told us 
that she was a “money grub- 
ber.” We are confident that 
she is trying to whisk Dad 
away and marry him despite 
his dementia and physical 
problems. We don’t think he is 
in his right mind. Is there any- 
thing we can do to keep him 
from marrying her? If he does 
marry her, can we void the 
marriage because of his 
dementia? 

A: Your questions are rep- 
resentative of those we 
receive from readers each 
month who express concern 
about the welfare of their wid- 
owed parents who “tie the 
knot” with a second or third 
spouse. 

Generally speaking, if a 
man and woman are both free 
to contract marriage and have

the legal capacity to enter into 
that contract, they will be 
legally married under the law 
of the state in which they 
marry. While each state has its 
own set of laws dealing with 
the prerequisites to marriage, 
generally speaking, so long as 
a man and woman understand 
the nature of the marriage 
contract and its effect and are 
not married to another, their 
marriage will probably be 
valid. 

If, on the other hand, one of 
the participants to the contract 
is taking mind-altering med- 
ication or does not have 
enough capacity to understand 
the relationship, then there 
may not be a contract. 

The problem in these types 
of situations is that, generally 
speaking, at the time of the 
marriage ceremony, there are 
few, if any, witnesses who 
will be able to report with any 
credibility about the capacity 
of the participants. This is 
especially true if the seniors 
decide to go to another county 
-- or even another state -- to 
get their marriage licenses and 
have the ceremony there with 
no friends or relatives present. 
In this situation, the judge or 
justice of the peace who mar- 
ries them would be hard 
pressed to admit (even if true) 
that he or she allowed an inca- 
pacitated person to get mar- 
ried. 

Taking the NextStep: 
While there is no pat answer 
for all who are hooked on the 
horns of this dilemma, we 
believe that concern about a 
parent should not always 
devolve into confrontations. 
All things being equal, those 
seniors who have found others 
to be with for the rest of their 
lives have that right, and there 
are ways in which assets can 
be preserved short of con- 
frontations that strain or 
breach the relationship with 
parents.

Service problems 
disable Wells Fargo 
ATMs, cause delays

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
new rule requiring all 
California almonds to be pas- 
teurized will go into effect 
Sept. 1, despite farmers’ 
requests to postpone the pro- 
vision for six months, federal 
agricultural officials said. 

The growers, represented 
by the California Almond 
Board, said they needed the 
extra time to get the necessary 
equipment and processes in 
place to avoid an interruption 
in the flow of nuts to market. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s decision to 
implement the rule stemmed 
from salmonella outbreaks in 
2001 and 2004 that were 
traced to raw almonds. 

Farmers’ worries about 
being able to meet the rule’s 
requirements, particularly 
when faced with an expected 
bumper crop of 1.33 billion 
pounds of almonds this year, 


were taken into consideration, 
but public health was their 
main concern, federal officials 
said. 

“While we understand the 
Board’s concerns, USDA also 
wants to ensure that the quali- 
ty and safety of almonds and 
almond products in the mar- 
ketplace continue to 
improve,” Robert Keeney, 
deputy administrator of the 
department’s fruit and veg- 
etable programs, wrote in a 
letter to the Almond Board 
dated Thursday. “These goals 
require measures to help 
reduce the potential of a third 
salmonella outbreak linked to 
almonds.” 

Almond production in the 
United States has surged as 
their popularity increases 
among health-conscious con- 
sumers, and California has 
dominated world production. 
The state’s 6,000 almond 
farmers expect to their crop to 


fetch $1.4 billion dollars this 
year. 

Followers of raw food diets 
and shoppers who prefer 
unprocessed, organic nuts 
protested the government’s 
original pasteurization deci- 
sion and organized a national 
letter-writing campaign ask- 
ing the USDA to reconsider 
the rule. 

The pasteurization process, 
also used to sterilize milk, 
juice and eggs, typically 
exposes the shelled and hulled 
nuts to a moist burst of steam, 
which heats their surface to 
about 200 degrees, killing any 
pathogens present. An alterna- 
tive sterilization process sends 
the almonds into a chamber 
where they’re sprayed with a 
gas. 

The USDA advised the 
Almond Board that almonds 
may be treated by facilities 
with pasteurization processes 
that haven’t received the 
board’s final approval. This 


would ease some of the con- 
cerns growers had about not 
having adequate facilities to 
pasteurize the nuts in time to 
meet the deadline, Almond 
Board officials said. 

“The USDA has been 
receptive to hearing the imple- 
mentation concerns the indus- 
try has, which mostly 
revolved around logistics, and 
the USDA has pledged their 
assistance,” said Richard 
Waycott, the board’s president 
and CEO. 

Some industry representa- 
tives still opposed the move, 
saying there was little input 
from consumers, who might 
switch to imported raw 
almonds that don’t fall under 
the same regulations. 

“The public had no oppor- 
tunity to get involved in this 
process,” said Will Fantle, 
research director at the 
Wisconsin-based farm policy 
group Cornucopia Institute.

“Customers may continue to experience transaction difficul- 
ties or delays in our stores, at ATMs and at the point-of-sale ...

and remittances,” Wells Fargo spokeswoman Julia S. Tunis 
said. “Our systems teams are working to fix those problems and 
we hope to have all channels fully available soon.” 

Although some customers noticed nothing wrong, others 
complained Monday at several of the bank’s 6,000 branches. 
Many customers could get cash only if they went into a branch 
and talked to a teller - but they had no way of getting cash after- 
hours at ATMs. 

Charles Muturi visited a branch in San Francisco’s South of 
Market district Monday, intending to talk to customer service 
representatives about getting a home loan. Instead, bank work- 
ers told the 41-year-old San Francisco resident they couldn’t 
process his application because of the service problems, and 
they asked him to come back Tuesday. 

“T can come back tomorrow, but it’s inconvenient,” Muturi 
grumbled as he left the branch.

Economic boom or 


economic calamity? 


Just a few weeks ago, Fortune magazine pronounced 
the world to be in “the greatest economic boom ever.” 
This may be, but the turmoil in stock and bond markets 
poses some unnerving questions. Is the global economy 
stable? Or might its periodic crises someday lead to a 
calamity? 

Go back a century, and the world also enjoyed a fab- 
ulous boom. From 1896 to 1913, trade roughly doubled. 
Declining steamship and telegraph costs were melding 
countries together. “There was something close to an 
integrated world market for most goods,” writes Harvard 
political scientist Jeffry Frieden in his book “Global 
Capitalism.” In 1870, wheat in Liverpool was about 60 
percent higher than in Chicago; by 1913, the gap was 16 
percent. European investors eagerly bought bonds of 
then-developing societies -- Argentina, Australia, the 
United States. 

Compared with this earlier extravaganza, today’s 
boom still impresses. From 1990 to 2005, trade rose 133 
percent. Supply chains are increasingly global. Since 
1985, imported components as a share of worldwide 
manufacturing output have doubled to almost 30 per- 
cent. Cross-border money flows (for stocks, bonds, 
loans, real estate, entire companies) are huge: $6 trillion 
in 2005, says the International Monetary Fund. Finally, 
the boom has reduced acute poverty. The share of the 
world’s population living on $1 a day or less has dropped 
from 40 percent in 1981 to 18 percent in 2004, estimates 
the World Bank. 

The vast flows of goods, services, technology and 
money have clearly done much good. But there’s a less 
reassuring comparison with the past. The world econo- 
my collapsed during World War I and could not be suc- 
cessfully reconstructed in the 1920s. Britain, which had 
stabilized the old trading and financial system, was too 
weak to resume its leading role. The failure to find an 
alternative abetted the Great Depression of the 1930s. 

Today’s global economy undeniably faces some big, 
potentially destabilizing threats, oil being the most obvi- 
ous. The world now uses 86 million barrels a day; almost 
a quarter comes from the insecure Persian Gulf. The rise 
of new trading powers, particularly China, has altered 
global politics. Conflicts may grow; cooperation may be 
harder. 

Global finance also belongs on the list. Anyone claim- 
ing to understand today’s world financial system is either 
delusional or dishonest. There are more financial players 
(hedge funds, private equity funds) than ever, more types 
of securities (more “derivatives” and more loans, such as 
mortgages, bundled into bonds) and more cross-border 
transactions. 

Although subprime U.S. mortgages -- home loans to 
weak borrowers -- are the center of attention, they’re not 
the real problem. Altogether, the riskiest U.S. mortgages 
total about $1.7 trillion, reckons Moody’s 
Economy.com. Losses will probably exceed $100 bil- 
lion. Even at twice that, they’re chump change compared 
with the total value of all global stocks, bonds, securities 
and bank loans. In 2005, that was $165 trillion ($50 tril- 
lion in the United States alone), says the IMF. 

The real problem is the unanticipated nature of the 
losses, which has triggered a broad reappraisal of risk. 
Investors don’t know who holds the bad subprime loans. 
Some European banks and funds turned out unexpected- 
ly to have suffered large losses. Nor do investors know 
whether subprime losses foretell other bad credits. So 
investors are retreating from risk. Many are shunning 
loans and securities that only recently were routine. 

The result: a so-called “credit crunch.” Last week, 
outstanding U.S. commercial paper -- a type of short- 
term business loan -- fell a huge $91 billion. “It was an 
eye-opener,” says economist John Lonski of Moody’s. 
Countrywide Financial, a big mortgage lender, had to tap 
an $11.5 billion backup bank credit, because its regular 
financing sources (mortgage-backed securities) were 
drying up. To ease fears, the Federal Reserve last week 
cut the interest rate on its “discount window” -- a facili- 
ty where banks can borrow from the Fed. 

Global capitalism, Frieden writes, survived earlier 
only until it stopped producing widespread prosperity. 
No problem, say many economists. The U.S. economy 
may slow (housing remains a drag), but Europe, Japan 
and many “emerging market” countries have strength- 
ened. The rest of the world is depending less on U.S. 
trade deficits, which could subside. Government central 
banks such as the Federal Reserve will prevent any 
financial panic. Global Insight, a forecasting firm, pre- 
dicts world economic growth of 3.6 percent this year and 
next, down only slightly from 3.9 percent in 2006. 

Well, maybe. But there’s another view. Economist 
Joseph Mason of Drexel University argues that the basic 
financial threat today is “over-borrowing” by investors 
to buy risky securities. That implies more losses as 
investors scramble for safety by dumping weak bonds 
and loans.

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Wall Street closes higher as investors look for rates cut

NEW YORK - Wall Street ended another erratic session 
mostly higher Tuesday as investors, waiting for the Federal 
Reserve’s next move to steady the markets, made few big com- 
mitments to stocks. 

Comments from policymakers and government officials 
tugged at a market looking for any evidence the Fed will cut 
rates to help contain the credit crisis that began with the failure 
of subprime loans. 

The Fed has taken a number of steps to prop up the nation’s 
financial institutions ahead of its scheduled Sept. 18 meeting, 
including injecting more liquidity into the banking industry and 
cutting the discount rate. But many on Wall Street want the Fed 
to do more, including lowering the more important federal 
funds rate, and to do it before next month’s meeting. 

Traders reacted positively to comments from Senate Banking 
Committee Chairman Christopher Dodd who said Fed 
Chairman Ben Bernanke isn’t satisfied with Wall Street’s 
response to his efforts to stabilize markets torn by anxiety about 
shrinking credit. Dodd, after a meeting with Bernanke and 
Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson, said policymakers plan to 
use “all tools available” to complete its mission. 

But that bullishness cooled after Fed President Jeffrey 
Lacker said the central bank’s policy must be guided by funda- 
mentals, rather than market swings - indicating that a cut in the 
fed funds rate cut might not be among the tools the Fed plans to 
use. 

“There are two camps out there, one that thinks we need a 
rate cut and the other doesn’t feel the economy has slowed 
enough to warrant one,” said Janna Sampson, director of port- 
folio management at Oakbrook Investments. “I think which 
camp leads on each day, or even each hour, is what is leading to 
all this volatility. There’s just too much uncertainty.” 

According to preliminary calculations, the 30-stock Dow 
Jones industrial average fell 30.49, or 0.23 percent, to 
13,090.86 after moving in and out of positive territory through- 
out the day. 

Broader market indexes were slightly higher. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index rose 1.57, or 0.11 percent, to 1,447.12, and 


Countrywide says it’s eliminating 
500 jobs amid credit crunch

LOS ANGELES (— 
Countrywide Financial Corp., 
the nation’s largest mortgage 
lender, said Monday it had 
eliminated about 500 jobs as it 
tries to ride out problems from 
a credit crunch that has rocked 
the home loan industry. 

The company said the cuts 
came in the subprime lending 
unit of its Wholesale Lending 
Division and its Full Spectrum 
Lending unit, which handles 
mortgages given to customers 
with minor credit problems or 
who can’t provide full income 
documentation required for tra- 
ditional prime loans. 

“Approximately 500 posi- 
tions have been eliminated 
across the country. The compa- 
ny will monitor market 
changes and production levels 
on an ongoing basis and 
respond as appropriate,” 
Countrywide said in a prepared 
statement. 

Countrywide employs more 
than 60,000 people. 

The Calabasas-based com- 
pany also tried to reassure its 
banking customers that their 
money was safe. Countrywide 
ran full-page ads in U.S. news- 
papers, including the Los 
Angeles Times and Detroit 
Free Press, in which it asserted 
“the future is bright” at 
Countrywide Bank FSB. 

The ads noted the bank has 
more than $100 billion in 
assets, investment-grade rat- 
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ings from three major credit 
agencies, and that the credit 
woes rocking its mortgage 
lending business don’t affect 
federally insured deposits at its 
105 financial centers around 
the nation. 

It’s a message Countrywide 
has tried to get across since last 
week, when a Wall Street ana- 
lyst suggested the company 
could end up in bankruptcy if 
the liquidity crunch sparked by 
rising mortgage defaults wors- 
ens. 

“For the next several weeks, 
months — whatever it takes 
we're going to try to reassure 
folks that we’re growing and 
we're a solid company,” 
Countrywide Financial 
spokesman Daniel Weidman 
said. 

Countrywide said last 
Thursday it had borrowed 
$11.5 billion so it could keep 
making home loans. 

The developments left many 
Countrywide Bank customers 
frazzled over the security of 
their deposits. Many have con- 
verged on bank branches in 
search of answers. 

The lobby of a branch in 
West Los Angeles was packed 
Monday with nervous people 
waiting to speak with bank 
officers to make sure their 
assets were safe. 

“It is worse for people who 
are senior citizens,” said cus- 
tomer Ruben Krakauer, 68. “If 
something should go wrong ... 
they don’t have enough time to

make up for their losses. How 
many people would hire me?” 

Some customers came away 
feeling confident about leaving 
their money at Countrywide 
Bank. 

“Everything I’ve got is fed- 
erally insured,” said Jim 
Maurer, 59. “I don’t think 
there’s going to be any problem 
with Countrywide.” 

Examiners from the Office 
of Thrift Supervision, the main 
federal regulator of thrifts, have 
been on site consistently at 
Countrywide’s corporate 
offices since its bank converted 
to a thrift charter in March, said 
Bill Ruberry, a spokesman for 
the agency. 

He said that was common 
practice by the agency regard- 
ing large institutions, whether 
the thrifts are new or have been 
operating for a long time. 

His office is “monitoring its 
situation with Countrywide 
very closely,” Ruberry said. 

Countrywide shares fell 
$1.62, or more than 7 percent, 
to $19.81 Monday after rising 
13 percent on Friday. 

The shares have traded in a 
52-week range of $15 to 
$45.26. 

Countrywide is the largest 
mortgage lender by volume, 
accounting for more than 13 
percent of the loan servicing 
market as of June 30, according 
to the mortgage industry publi- 
cation Inside Mortgage 
Finance. 
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But Wednesday’s volatility was much more mild, free from 
triple-digit swings, as investors took a more cautious tone. 

“The lack of volatility usually means markets are complacent 
and vulnerable,” said A.C. Moore, chief investment strategist 
for Dunvegan Associates. “Volatility isn’t a bad thing, and usu- 
ally is positive after an initial down swing like we had. It means 
cash reserves are being raised and employed.” 

Trading also reflected speculation that the global credit 
crunch is nowhere near over. Countrywide Financial Corp. was 
said to be a takeover target due to losses linked to distressed 
subprime mortgages. And, investors expected more layoffs after 
Capital One Financial Corp. said it was shuttering its 
GreenPoint Mortgage unit and slashing 1,900 jobs. 

Capital One shares rose $1.75, or 2.6 percent, to $68.47; 
Countrywide spiked $1.98, or 10 percent, to $21.79. 

With no major economic reports scheduled, investors pored 
over a number of earnings reports from retailers to gauge the 
health of consumer spending. However, the reports failed to 
give the market direction. 

BJ’s Wholesale Club Inc. reported second-quarter profit rose 
37 percent to surpass projections, and its shares rose 92 cents, 
or 3 percent, to $31.71. 

Meanwhile, Target Corp. added $1.01 to $60.10 after it 
reported profit grew 13 percent. The discount retailer said prof- 
it rose almost 13 percent, but was cautious on the rest of the 
year. 

Staples Inc., the largest U.S. office supplies retailer, reported 
a higher quarterly profit on Tuesday, matching Wall Street pro- 
jections. However, it issued a cautious forecast for the rest of 
the year. The stock fell 1 cent to $23.30. 

Overseas, Britain’s FTSE 100 fell 0.55 percent, Germany’s 
DAX index shed 0.14 percent, and France’s CAC-40 dropped 
0.27 percent. In Asia, Japan’s Nikkei stock average rose 1.07 
percent. Hong Kong’s Hang Seng Index rose 0.62 percent. 

China’s central bank said Tuesday it would raise its bench- 
mark lending and deposit rates to curb inflation. The often- 
volatile Shanghai Composite Exchange rose 1.03 percent.

Raiders RB Jordan tries to bounce back from ’06 season

ALAMEDA — LaMont 
Jordan knows full well that he 
has plenty of doubters heading 
into his third season in 
Oakland. 

That’s to be expected after 
he rushed for only 434 yards 
in nine games last season 
before his season was cut 
short by a knee injury. The 
Raiders responded by asking 
Jordan to take a pay cut, sign- 
ing free agent Dominic 
Rhodes and drafting Michael 
Bush. 

“There’s a lot of people 
questioning whether I’m the 
guy for the job,” Jordan said. 
“Of course at some point 
pride’s going to get in the way, 
and at some point you’re 
going to want to make a state- 
ment. But it’s not something I 
talk about.” 

Instead, Jordan will try to 
let his play answer his critics. 
After missing his first presea- 
son game with a sore back, 
Jordan looked sharp running 
behind the Raiders’ new zone- 
blocking scheme last weekend 
against San Francisco. 

He ran for 67 yards on eight 
carries, ripping off one 32- 
yard run and scoring 
Oakland’s first touchdown on 
a physical 3-yard run in the 
second quarter. That showed 
Jordan he can succeed in the 
new scheme that emphasizes 
patience and quick cuts over a 
power game. 

“Each player wants to be 
successful,” Raiders coach 
Lane Kiffin said. “He’s heard 
us talk about it but he didn’t 


know it for sure. I’m sure he 
was thinking in his mind, 
*Hey maybe I am a power gap 
scheme runner’ because he’s 
run so much of that in his 
career. So I’m sure he felt 
really good and felt excited 
about the results he had.” 

The Raiders overhauled 
their blocking scheme under 
line coach Tom Cable after a 
historically inept performance 
in 2006. They scored only 168 
points — the fifth fewest in a 


16-game season — had just 12 
offensive touchdowns, 
allowed an NFL-worst 72 
sacks and averaged only 3.9 
yards per carry on the way toa 
2-14 season. 

Jordan was unproductive in 
coach Art Shell’s offense, 
averaging 3.8 yards per carry 
and catching only 10 passes 
before his injury. That led to 
another coaching change, 
bringing Kiffin in to run an 
offense that has more similar-

ities to the one Norv Turner 
ran in Jordan’s first season in 
Oakland. 

“We have a new scheme, a 
new attitude, a new line 
coach,” Jordan said. “I’m 
starting to get a better under- 
standing of the sideways run- 
ning. But overall we’re just 
going to be a better offense. 
We have a system that we 
understand, quarterbacks 
understand. We have a system 
that we like. But also, the per- 


son who’s calling the plays, 
that’s going to be a big differ- 
ence. But none of that really 
matters. Us as players have to 
go out there and take care of 
our job, and if we do that, then 
we’ ll be fine.” 

Despite the offseason addi- 
tions and paycut, Jordan 
appears on track to start the 
season opener Sept. 8 against 
Detroit. Rhodes will miss the 
first four games because of a 
suspension for violating the 
league’s substance-abuse poli- 
cy, and Bush has still not 
returned from the broken leg 
that sidelined him most of his 
senior season at Louisville. 

That leaves Jordan as the 
apparent starter in front of 
Justin Fargas and 
Adimchinobe Echemandu in a 
division known for runners. 

A big reason the Raiders 
have gone winless in the AFC 
West the past two seasons has 
been because they have not 
been able to match up with 
LaDainian Tomlinson in San 
Diego, Larry Johnson in 
Kansas City and whichever 
back Mike Shanahan uses in 
Denver, with Travis Henry 
being the guy this season 

“Right now the AFC West, 
I’m clearly the back that’s not 
even in this hemisphere,” 
Jordan said. “When you look 
at Travis Henry, Larry 
Johnson and LaDainian, I’m 
not even mentioned on the 
same page as those guys. 
That’s something that I would 
like to change. I have to do my 
part, the offensive line has to 
do their part, us as a team, we 
have to do our part.” 


FedEx Cup doesn’t deliver without its star attraction

All you really need to know 
about the season-ending, 
sleep-inducing, moneymaking 
climax to the PGA Tour’s reg- 
ular season is this: 

Tiger Woods is so excited 
about it that he’s skipping the 
first event. 

That surely wasn’t what 
commissioner Tim Finchem 
had in mind when he persuad- 
ed a certain shipping company 
to part with $40 million to 
sponsor a playoff-like ending 
to a golf season that normally 
loses much of its audience 
about the same time the NFL 
and college teams begin toss- 
ing the pigskin around. 

FedEx delivers just about 
everything overnight. But it 
couldn’t bring the only real 
draw in golf to the inaugural 
FedEx Cup event that begins 
Thursday at Westchester 
Country Club in New York. 

If the people who run the 
tour were as smart as they 
think they are, they would 
have taken the entire $40 mil- 
lion, put it in an oversized 
check with Woods’ name on it, 


and handed it to him just to 
show up. 

Woods says he’s tired and 
needs another week off. Who 
can blame him? He’s got a 
new golf course to design, and 
a new baby keeping him up at 
night. 

More importantly, last time 
he checked the calendar, all 
the majors had already been 
played. 

That’s the real problem 
with the FedEx Cup, some- 
thing no relentless marketing 
campaign can change, though 
you have to credit the PGA 
Tour and its more than accom- 
modating partners at the Golf 
Channel for trying. 

This week in New York 
City there is a giant 12-story 
billboard advertising the start 
of the playoffs, and actors 
walking around in golf clothes 
to remind people about how 
important it is. 

All year long, anyone who 
has been near a golf broadcast 
has been bombarded with the 
message that this is the 
biggest thing to happen to golf 
since Gene Sarazen holed his 
second shot on the 15th hole 


at Augusta National so many 
years ago. 

Never mind the whole 
thing is hard to understand, 
players don’t like much about 
it except the money, and that it 
makes every tournament after 
it this year irrelevant. And for- 
get for a moment it pays the 
$10 million first prize in, of all 
things, an annuity that can’t be 
cashed until long after Woods 
loses his hair. 

It doesn’t have Tiger in the 
opening field, so it can’t be 
important. Woods skips a lot 
of John Deere Classics; he’s 
never blown off the Masters 
or the U.S. Open. 

Woods does plan to play in 
the other three events after the 
Barclays, though, and the 
accountants and golf geeks 
who study these things say he 
can still win the inaugural 
FedEx Cup even without win- 
ning a point this week. 

But suppose he is still 
weary from the demands of 
fatherhood, plays poorly, and 
allows someone else in the top 
10 point list such as K.J. Choi 
or Brandt Snedeker to win? 
Imagine the PGA Tour trying 


to convince us that Choi or 
Snedeker is player of the year, 
not Woods. 

Part of the reason for the 
FedEx Cup was to ensure that 
Woods played more often on 
tour, but he’s approaching the 
billion-dollar mark in total 
earnings on and off the course 
so a promise to pay him $10 
million when he’s bouncing 
kids on his knee isn’t much of 
a lure. For Woods and a few 
other elite players the season 
basically ended with the PGA 
Championship and begins 
again next April with the 
Masters. 

Everything else is merely 
good practice and a chance to 
pick up some spare change 
along the way. 

It doesn’t help that the 
FedEx Cup has become an 
easy target of ridicule, mostly 
because of the way the tour 
went about promoting it. It 
could have just announced the 
events and watched to see 
how it played out, but instead 
golf fans were bombarded 
with commercials touting the 
greatness of an event that had 
never been played, while golf 


announcers were forced to 
drink the Kool-Aid and play 
along. 

That has made the whole 
thing easy pickings for those 
— mostly writers — who see 
the folly in it all. And it’s not 
hard to poke fun at a schedule 
that next year has the top play- 
ers in the world playing four 
straight weeks in a playoff, 
then heading the morning 
after to the Ryder Cup. 

The basic concept of a 
playoff to sort things out isn’t 
all that bad. But the new era in 
golf the FedEx Cup promises 
actually came when Woods 
turned pro 11 years ago, and 
no playoff system will ever 
have the impact on the game 
that Woods has had. 

He’s the main reason there 
will be a total of $38 million 
in prize money at stake over 
the next four weeks. He’s the 
reason television networks 
bought in even when the audi- 
ence will be smaller because 
people will be watching foot- 
ball instead. 

Without him in from the 
start, the FedEx Cup simply 
doesn’t deliver. 
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Busch wins rain- delayed Nextel Cup race at Michigan

BROOKLYN, Mich. — 
Kurt Busch is staying out of 
trouble these days, no longer 
making waves as a NASCAR 
bad boy. 

After Busch won for the 
second time in three races, 
prevailing in a rare Tuesday 
NASCAR event after two 
days of rain postponements at 
Michigan International 
Speedway, he gave most of 
the credit for the change of 
attitude to team owner Roger 
Penske. 

“Working under Roger, 
finding his ways and how to 
deal with people, whether it’s 
internally or with our spon- 
sors, it really gave me a better 
perspective what this racing 
thing is all about,” said Busch, 
who joined Penske Racing in 
2005, replacing longtime star 
Rusty Wallace in the team’s 
No. 2 Dodge. 

“Maybe before I pushed 
too hard thinking that maybe I 
could predict or control the 
outcome of races and not use 
the team atmosphere,” Busch 
said. “I’m happy flying under 
the radar and I’m happy deliv- 
ering wins for our sponsors 
and, right now, the most 
important thing is getting into 
the Chase (for the Nextel Cup 
championship).” 

Winning the 3M 
Performance 400, Busch took 
a big step toward that goal. 

The 2004 Cup champion 
solidified his berth in the 12- 
man lineup for the upcoming 
Chase, holding off Martin 
Truex Jr. in the closing laps 
for the 17th win of his career. 

NASCAR’s top circuit had 
never run on a Tuesday after a 
weather postponement during 
the modern era, which began 
in 1973. 

The race was originally 
scheduled to be run Sunday, 
but two days of rain kept the 
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cars off the track. Other than a 
32-minute fog delay Tuesday 
after the first 10 laps, the race 
was run without any more 
weather problems. 

A spin by Greg Biffle with 
just two laps remaining sent 
the race into overtime. 

But Busch easily pulled 
away from Truex’s DEI 
Chevrolet when the green flag 
waved for a two-lap sprint on 
lap 202. 

Busch, who didn’t take his 
first lead until lap 101 and 
wound up leading four times 
for 92 laps, beat Truex to the 
finish by 0.495 seconds — 
about eight car lengths on the 
high-banked, 2-mile oval. 

There were two cautions in 
the last 13 laps and Busch 
stayed on track with worn 
tires while some of the cars 
chasing him pitted for fresh 
rubber. But he made two per- 
fect restarts. 

“Tt was tough,” Busch said.

“You know, I’ve got to thank 
the fans who stuck it out on a 
Tuesday to see a green-white- 
checker (finish). We put it on 
for them here at the end, all 
the restarts, all of the guys on 
different strategy, it really was 
a tough, hard-fought win.” 

Reigning Cup champion 
Jimmie Johnson finished 
third, followed by Matt 
Kenseth, Denny Hamlin, 
Dave Blaney and Carl 
Edwards, who won here in 
June. 

With just three races 
remaining until the start of the 
10-race stock car playoff, 
Busch remains 12th in the 
standings, 33 points behind 
Truex. Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
jumped past Ryan Newman 
into 13th, but a slow pit stop 
late in the race cost him and 
he finished 12th. 

“This was a great win,” 
said Busch, who broke a 51- 
race winless string two weeks 


ago at Pocono. “It just backs 
up what we did at Pocono.” 

His late-season charge into 
the Chase has coincided with 
the arrival of crew chief Pat 
Tryson, who took over the job 
in June after being fired as 
Greg Biffle’s crew chief by 
Busch’s former employer, 
Jack Roush. 

At that point, Busch was 
15th in the standings and did- 
n’t look like a likely candidate 
to make the Chase. 

“When we started eight 
races or so ago (the plan) was 
to get 20 points on everybody 
around us each week, behind 
us, in front of us,” Tryson 
said. “I think that’s how we’ ve 
still got to look at it because 
it’s easy to lose 90 points in a 
single day.” 

Busch said he’s just follow- 
ing a game plan that works. 

“It’s just the same plan 
we’ve had for the last five or 
six weeks, which is just gain 


points and don’t lose track of 
the big picture, which is just 
get in the Chase.” 

Series leader Jeff Gordon, 
who started from the pole, was 
in the top five most of the day 
before some late problems rel- 
egated him to a 27th-place fin- 
ish. 

Gordon’s crew had to make 
a quick repair on a loose flap 
along the edge of the No. 24’s 
rear window during a late pit 
stop, costing the four-time 
Cup champion several posi- 
tions. 

He then had a near-colli- 
sion with Matt Kenseth and 
spun into the infield, falling 
out of the lead lap after getting 
stuck in the grass left soft and 
muddy by the heavy rains of 
the past two days. 

“Matt was a little impatient 
with me, but we may have had 
a tire going down,” Gordon 
said. 

Earnhardt, desperately try- 
ing to make his way into the 
Chase lineup, was also a top- 
10 car most of the day, but he 
slid through his pits on a late 
stop and also fell out of con- 
tention. 

“I made a mistake on that 
pit stop late in the race and 
that probably cost us about 
five spots,” said Earnhardt, 
who had to start from the rear 
of the 43-car field after his 
team changed the transmis- 
sion on his No. 8 Chevy. 

Truex, Earnhardt’s team- 
mate who also ran second here 
in June, was a bit frustrated 
finishing behind Busch, the 
driver closest to him in the 
battle for the Chase. 

“I wanted it so bad I could 
taste it back there behind 
Kurt,” Truex said. “I felt like 
last time we probably had the 
car to beat. This time we did- 
n’t. This time we had good 
strategy and a good car there 
at the end.” 


Former Sharks Ricci, Marchment rejoin club as hockey executives

SAN JOSE — Former San 
Jose Sharks players Mike 
Ricci and Bryan Marchment 
returned to the club Tuesday 
as executives in the hockey 
operations department. 

Ricci, a longtime San Jose 
fan favorite who ended his 16- 
year NHL career with the 
Phoenix Coyotes last month, 
will be an adviser to the hock- 
ey operations staff and gener- 


al manager Doug Wilson. 
Marchment will be a scout 
and player development exec- 
utive. 

“Both these guys epitomize 
what hockey players are all 
about,” Wilson said in a phone 
interview. “Both of these guys 
make us a better organization 
today. Nobody competed 
harder than these guys, and 
when they speak, people lis- 
ten. I think both of them will 


have a huge impact in this 
organization.” 

Ricci, who moved his fam- 
ily back to San Jose this sum- 
mer after two seasons in 
Phoenix, also will assist the 
Sharks with marketing, pro- 
motions and community rela- 
tions. He spent 529 of his 
1,099 NHL games with San 
Jose, scoring 263 points in teal 
while becoming the Shark 
Tank crowd’s favorite player. 


“Tm going to try a little bit 
of everything,” said Ricci, 
who played just seven games 
last year after offseason neck 
surgery. “It’s kind of as I was 
as a player. I want to do any- 
thing I can to help my team 
win. It’s a pretty broad thing 
that I’m going to be doing, 
and hopefully I can do a 
bunch of things.” 

Ricci’s wife and three chil- 
dren grew to love Silicon 


Valley during his seven sea- 
sons with the Sharks, and they 
decided to make it their full- 
time home. 

“When I got traded to San 
Jose, my buddies all laughed,” 
the 35-year-old Ontario native 
said. “They said, ’You’re not 
much of a California boy.’ 
Now it’s known as a hockey 
town. When players come 
here, they know the building 
is going to be rocking.” 


Exercise of the Olympic traffic ban cleared air in Beijing

BEIJING — Despite a per- 
sistent gray haze, officials said 
Tuesday an exercise that 
removed more than 1 million 
private vehicles a day from 
Beijing’s gridlocked streets 
was a success that could mean 
a Clearer sky during next sum- 
mer’s Olympics. 

Humidity and wind condi- 
tions kept the pollution from 
dispersing, but the air during 
the four-day drill would have 
been much worse without the 
vehicle restrictions, said Du 
Shaozhong, the deputy direc- 
tor of the Chinese capital’s 
Environmental Protection 
Bureau. 

“The test was successful. 
These four days the wind 
speed was slow, while the 
humidity and temperature 
were high,” Du told reporters, 
noting that a gray sky doesn’t 
necessarily mean pollution is 
bad. 

Air pollution has emerged 
as a key problem for Beijing 
as it gears up for the 
Olympics, to be held Aug. 8- 
24, 2008. Jammed traffic and 
the possibility of political 
protests by critics of the com- 
munist regime are also con- 
cerns, although venue con- 
struction is firmly on sched- 
ule. 

International Olympic 
Committee President Jacques 
Rogge warned during a visit 
this month that the competi- 
tion schedule might have to be 
juggled on days when pollu- 
tion was particularly bad. 

The government’s own sta- 
tistics showed that the air 
quality during the test rated 
among the top 10 worst days 
of the month so far — and 
slightly worse that the same 
period a year ago. 

The traffic ban removed 1.3 


million private vehicles from 
the capital’s perpetually grid- 
locked streets each day. 
Additional buses and subways 
were added as residents turned 
to public transportation, car 
pools and taxis. 

Cars with even-numbered 
license plates were ordered off 
roads Friday and Sunday, and 
vehicles with odd-numbered 
plates were banned Saturday 
and Monday. Emergency 
vehicles, taxis, buses and 
other public-service vehicles 
were exempt. 

Beijing had an air pollution 
index of between 93 and 95 
during the test days, the city’s 
environmental protection 
bureau said on its Web site. 
According to the State 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, an index below 100 
indicates excellent or good 
conditions. 

“As the air quality during 
these four days reached the 
national standard, it was fit for 
all activities, including 
sports,” Du said. 

The index hit 116 Tuesday 
after the test and was 115 on 
Aug. 16 — the day before the 
trial began, the Chinese statis- 
tics showed. 

Officials said a reading of 
between 101 to 200 indicates 
slight pollution and people 
with heart and respiratory 
conditions are told to avoid 
exertion and outdoor activi- 
ties. 

Earlier in the month, the 
pollution index had dipped as 
low as 42 and generally hov- 
ered in the 70s or 80s in the 
first two weeks of August. 

Chris Miller, director of the 
global warming campaign at 
Greenpeace, said the car ban 
was a step in the right direc- 
tion for China, but he doubted 
whether it showed any real 
commitment to improving air 


quality. 

“This is a short-term solu- 
tion to what is a very acute 
and long-term problem. In 
some ways it just highlights 
how serious the problem real- 
ly is,” he said. 

“They will probably be 
able to get air pollution to at 
least semi-acceptable levels 
for a couple of weeks at 
Olympics sites in and around 
Beijing, but the question is 
why can’t they then figure out 
how to make that happen 
every day?” Miller said. 

Beijing residents praised 
the traffic controls, saying 
they were necessary to ease 
gridlock. Zhai Shuanghe, an 
official with the city traffic 
management bureau, said 
average traffic speeds on main 
roads rose just over 53 per- 
cent, to about 27 mph. 

“I thought it was very good. 
There was an immediate 
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effect on the traffic,” said a 
woman who gave her surname 
as Li. She said she usually dri- 
ves 2-3 times a week. 

A cab driver, who only 
gave his surname as Wang, 
said his business did not 
increase significantly, but he 
thinks the controls should be 
in place beyond the Olympics. 

“I think it’s good to regu- 
late by license plate number. I 
think they should do it long- 
term, so there’s no conges- 
tion,” he said. 

Traffic controls are just one 
way Olympics organizers 
have tried to clear the skies. 
Officials have spent billions 
of dollars closing factories 
and moving others out of the 
city. Frenzied, around-the- 
clock construction to modern- 
ize Beijing will be curtailed 
ahead of the games next sum- 
mer. 


Beijing is particularly 
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focused on combating particle 
pollution, which can cause 
breathing problems and 
reduced visibility. That pollu- 
tion is caused by emissions 
from power plants, diesel 
engines and wind-blown dust. 
High ozone levels, which 
occur on sunny days when 
nitrogen oxides and hydrocar- 
bons emitted by car tailpipes, 
power plants and factories 
react in the air, are also a prob- 
lem. 

Zhai said the restrictions 
were widely respected, with 
only 5,648 cars found in viola- 
tion. 

“Tt demonstrates the great 
consciousness and civilization 
of Beijing citizens,” he said.

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Nurse shot in Vegas sues

LAS VEGAS — A New 
York nurse who was shot in 
the head after a scuffle at a 
Las Vegas strip club involving 
suspended NFL player Adam 
“Pacman” Jones has sued the 
player and the company she 
says hired him to throw thou- 
sands of dollars at strippers. 

Natalie Jones claimed in 
her suit, filed last week in 
Clark County District Court, 
that “Jones and his entourage” 
were responsible for firing a 
semiautomatic weapon after a 
fight inside the Minxx strip 
club spilled outside. 

The gunshots struck her 
and two of the club’s security 
guards, one of whom was par- 
alyzed. 

She said that she required 
three weeks in intensive care 
to recover from her injuries 
and lost wages as a result of 
missing work as a registered 
nurse. 

She said she was in Las 
Vegas for the NBA All-Star 
weekend, visiting friends. 

Adam Jones, suspended for 
the 2007 season by the NFL, 
has said he was an innocent 
bystander in the shooting. He 


has said he does not know the 
person suspected of firing the 
gun. 

Jones’ lawyer Manny Arora 
of Atlanta, Ga., said he was 
“skeptical” of the claim, espe- 
cially since police have said 
Natalie Jones was treated and 
released from hospital within 
a day. 

“It sort of demeans the 
whole process when you start 
making fantastical claims you 
can’t prove,” Arora said. 

Las Vegas police, however, 
have identified the Tennessee 
Titans cornerback as the 
“inciter” of the fight around 5 
a.m. on Feb. 19 at the club, 
and he faces two felony 
counts of coercion stemming 
from allegations he threatened 
to kill club employees and that 
he bit a bar bouncer in the 
melee. 

Natalie Jones claims in her 
suit filed Aug. 14 that the 
football player had “entered 
into a contract” with the 
Harlem Knights exotic dancer 
group, based in Houston, to 
throw thousands of $1 bills on 
stage for about 40 dancers. 
Las Vegas police said Tuesday 
they have not found evidence 
of such a contract.

When the dancers began 
scooping up the bills, 
“Pacman” allegedly began a 
fight with them over the 
money, the suit says. The 
shooting occurred after he and 
his group were forcibly 
escorted out of the club by 
guards. 

Natalie Jones sued the 
player for assault and battery 
and blames him, the strip club 
and the Harlem Knights group 
for negligence for failing to 
maintain safety during the 
money-throwing stunt known 
as “making it rain.” She 
demanded unspecified dam- 
ages. 

Adam “Pacman” Jones, a 
former West Virginia stand- 
out, was suspended for the 
2007 season in April for vio- 
lating the NFL’s personal con- 
duct policy. 

He cannot have his case 


reviewed until after the 
Titans’ 10th game Nov. 19.

Donald Campbell did not 
immediately return a call 
seeking comment.

Beckham expected in England, Germany match

LONDON — England vs. 
Germany at Wembley is a 
matchup that rekindles memo- 
ries of great games of the past, 
from the 1966 World Cup 
final to the semifinal match of 
Euro °96. 

It’s a shame many of the 
big stars will be missing this 
one. 

When the two teams take 
the field at the rebuilt 90,000 
capacity stadium for 
Wednesday’s friendly, Wayne 
Rooney, Steven Gerrard and 
Owen Hargreaves won’t be in 
the lineup for England, while 
Germany will be without 


Michael Ballack, Bastian 
Schweinsteiger, Lukas 
Podolski as well as Miroslav 
Klose. 

David Beckham should 


play some part in the game as 
the Los Angeles Galaxy mid- 
fielder overcomes his linger- 
ing ankle problem while 


Michael Owen is just return- 
ing to fitness and may only 
play one half at best. 

“I certainly think it was 
worth him flying over. The 
fact David was willing to 
make the trip speaks for 
itself,” England coach Steve 
McClaren said. 

“(Beckham) trained this 
morning and looked very 
good,” McClaren said. “He’s 
back in the squad because of 
his performances. Michael 
Owen is a very big player for 
us. We would like to give him 
some minutes on the field 
tomorrow.” 


But McClaren and 
Germany coach Joachim 
Loew are frustrated they 


won’t have their first-choice 
lineups for what is traditional- 
ly a full-blooded confronta- 
tion. 

“T have been involved with 
England for six years now and 
I don’t think there’s been any 
occasion where we’ve sat 


down and named the 11 play- 
ers we wanted to,” said 
McClaren, who announced he 
had also lost Everton striker 
Andrew Johnson with a knee 


injury. 
But McClaren said the 
match against Germany 


would be preparation for the 
2008 European Championship 
qualifying games against 
Israel and Russia. 

England has four home 
games out of five in Group E 
and, despite the loss of key 
players through injury, wants 
to see which of the backup 
players can force their way 
into the starting lineup for 
those matches. 

“It’s preparation for Israel 
and Russia and, with all the 
injuries that we’ve got and 
could have in three weeks 
when we play Israel, who 
knows?” McClaren said. 
“This is an opportunity for the 
players to show what they can 
do.” 


Doctor’s lawyer suggests that 
Chris Benoit had hormone disorder

ATLANTA — Chris Benoit 
had a hormone disorder that 
permitted the amount of 
steroids he was prescribed 
before the pro wrestler killed 
his wife, son and himself in 
June, an attorney for Benoit’s 
personal doctor said in court 
papers on Monday. 

A federal agent failed to tell 
the judge, who issued search 
watrants in the case, about the 
legitimate uses of steroids, 
according to a motion to sup- 
press evidence against Dr. 
Phil Astin. 

Astin’s attorney, Manny 
Arora, wrote the government 
should have consulted with a 
hormone disorder specialist 
and learned “the amount of 
medication in question was 
not excessive and would be 
medically appropriate based 
on the medical condition of 
Mr. Benoit.” 

Arora did not elaborate on 
Benoit’s condition, but said, 
“Had the magistrate judge 
known all these things, per- 
haps she wouldn’t have issued 
the warrants, and there would- 
n’t have been a case here.” 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
attorney’s office declined to 
comment. 

Investigators have not 
given a motive for the 
killings, but the question of 
whether steroids played a role 
has lingered. 

The drug was found in 
Benoit’s home, and tests 
showed Benoit had roughly 
10 times the normal level of 
testosterone in his system 
when he died. 

Authorities have said Astin 
prescribed a 10-month supply 
of anabolic steroids to Benoit 
every three to four weeks 
between May 2006 and May 


2007. 

Testosterone can be used as 
part of hormone replacement 
therapy. Some athletes also 
have been known to use 
steroids to enhance their per- 
formance. 

The district attorney over- 
seeing the death investigation 
has said Benoit strangled his 
wife with a cord, used a choke 
hold to strangle his 7-year-old 
son, then placed Bibles next to 
the bodies and hanged himself 
on a piece of exercise equip- 
ment in his Fayetteville home 
the weekend of June 22. 

Astin has pleaded not 
guilty to federal charges of 


improperly prescribing 
painkillers and other drugs to 
two patients other than 


Benoit. Federal prosecutors 
plan a superseding indictment 
with new charges, but haven’t 
said when they will act. 


Last week, Arora asked a 
judge to throw out evidence 
seized from his client’s west 
Georgia office on June 27. 
Monday’s motion to suppress 
challenged the legality of 
raids on Astin’s office on June 
29 and his mother’s home the 
same day. 

Items also were seized 
from Astin’s Carrollton office 
on July 9. A storage unit 
belonging to Astin was 
searched on July 6. 

Neither of the motions to 
suppress address those two 
searches. 

Astin is free on bail, but 
must remain in his home 
except under limited circum- 
stances. A pretrial conference 
is scheduled for Sept. 18.

Bulls escape pen at State Fair Daily

SACRAMENTO — Two 
bulls broke free from their 
steel pen at the California 
State Fair, injuring a police 
officer as she tried to steer 
children out of their path. 

Snorting and raging, the 
bulls also trampled a horse 
and terrified a grandstand full 
of people who were gathered 
Sunday to watch a “Dancing 
With Bulls” event featuring 
rodeo clowns. The clowns 
were quickly pressed into 
action, scooping children out 
of the animals’ way. 

The animals lifted 100- 
pound metal panels that 
formed their enclosure by 
simultaneously sticking their 
heads through the panels and 
lifting them apart. 

“We’ve never had that hap- 
pen, never in my life,” said 
Cotton Rosser, whose Flying 
U Rodeo staged the event. 
“Those panels are heavy.” 

The bulls broke loose as 
children were leaving the 
rodeo arena after a contest in 
which kids gathered dollar 
coins tossed on the ground.

to the Seismic Safety 
Commission report, “not one 
public school building con- 
structed under the Field Act 
has collapsed nor has anyone 
died in an earthquake,” since 
it was implemented more than 
70 years ago. 

SB 588 (Runner) would 
allow community colleges to 
build to a lower construction 
standard, and creates a 
System Building Official of 
the California Community 
Colleges that holds the sole 
authority for construction 
plan review and construction 
inspection in the hands of the 
community colleges them- 
selves. SB 588, however, 
makes clear that the motiva- 
tion for the bill is not public 
safety, but a system that 
attempts to “ensure that com- 
munity colleges realize time 
and costs savings during the 
construction process.”
